| of no small extent, both upon the individuals 
composing it and upou their omployers. . : 

Tho exigencies of the time demand a real 
sacrifice, and I'am myself inclined to doprecate 
the multiplication of artificial incentives {0 
eHort in: the shape of Cups and Prizes. A 
limited number of expert marksmen’ is not 
suficient; we requita in addition a body of 
serious mien imbued. with the vitsl-nbcoasity of 
defending this plsco ou the’ outbreak of wir 
and efficiently trained bys prolonged sucrifice 
‘of well-earned leisure in peace time, so tht 
they may ‘take their.-plnco i the fighting 
ranks when necessity may aris.
